TO THE UNDER SECRETARY, HOME DEPARTMENT, BRISBANE. 


The preparation of the fifty-fourth Report on Vital Statistics becomes a very pleasant duty, since 
every important feature of the experience to be dealt with which depended upon natural phenomena 
exhibited satisfactory improvement. The number of births registered was greater than in any previous 
year. Deaths recorded were fewer than in 1912, and the marriages celebrated exceeded those for any 
preceding year. | 

POPULATION. 

Much, indeed most, of the data relating to population which is essential to be known for economic, 
social, and political purposes, more especially that relating to the distribution, age, condition, and the 
occupations of the people, is only procurable by direct census. Something, however, on these subjects 
can be assumed at other periods by deduction from facts as ascertained by enumeration. To facilitate 
this, at the hands of those who choose to do so, a few brief items of the results of the last census are

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The estimate for the 31st December, 1913, was 660,158 persons, 356,613 males and 303,545 
females. This shows an increase of 23.733 for the year, of which 8,150 accrued in the first or March 
quarter; 11,649 in June quarter; and 4,608 in September quarter. At the end of the latter month the 
population was greater by 674 persons than on 31st December, as the departures for the last quarter 
of the year exceeded the arrivals by 3,993, tourists for the South mostly leaving the State at that period 
of the year. 


The ratio of increase of population for 1913 as compared with the other States was only exceeded 
by that of Western Australia.

In none of the States did the females equal the males in number. The nearest approach to this 
condition was in Victoria, where the difference was fractional only. In Queensland out of each 100 of the 
population there were practically 54 males to 46 females, the ratio for the whole Commonwealth was 52 to 
48. Of the total population of the Commonwealth, Queensland had 13.55 per cent. ; 37.60 per cent. were 
in New South Wales, and 28.98 per cent. in Victoria.

Immediately after separation (31st December, 1859), there were 23,520 persons only im Queens- 
land. This number had increased to 660,158 by the end of 1913, that is 28 times in 54 years. Of the 
636,638 persons added to the population during that period 330,712, or but little more than half, was 
contributed by the natural increase of births over deaths; therefore, no less than 305,926 of our present 
population are directly due to excess inward migration. But immigration also contributes indirectly to 
population accession. It consists, for the most part, of young and virile life; any considerable immigration 
is, therefore, always followed by an expanding birthrate. In the four years 1862-5 migration was 
responsible for 90 per cent. of the population increase, and the years 1866 and 1867 returned birth- 
rates of 44.8 and 45.7 per 1,000 of the population. The five years 1901-5 witnessed a complete cessation 
of migration increase, indeed, the balance was on the minus side; the result was that the four years 
1905-8 yielded birthrates of 25.9, 26.3, 26.9, and 26.7 each respectively. More recent experience is in 
direct confirmation, the resumption of immigration since 1905 having been followed by an improving 
birthrate. 

Migration. 

Great difficulty is experienced in obtaining reliable records of interstate inigration, For migration 
by water official collection is made by the Customs Department and particulars are furnished to the 
Commonwealth Statistician only. 


Shipping companies in Queensland voluntarily supply this Bureau with lists of passengers leaving 
and entering the State by sea. These are compared with the records issued by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, and any differences investigated and necessary adjustments made. The only borderwise 
collection: possible is that of arrivals and departures by train. Information on this point is furnished 
daily by station-masters at each crossing place. A summary of the results is given below :—

There were 109,310 persons—72,534 males and 36,776 females—recorded as entering Queensland 
during 1913, and 99,063 persons—66,518 males and 32,545 females—as having departed. This gives 
an excess of arrivals of 10,247 persons. It is to be noted that in using recorded migration for the 
estimation of population certain allowances are made to adjust discrepancies in recorded figures, and to 
meet the absence from the record of borderwise traffic other than by rail. Of the 109,310 persons 
arriving in the State during 1913, 40,169, or 37 per cent., came by sea, the number and proportion of 
those leaving in like manner was 30,603, or 31 per cent. Evidently a considerable number of persons 
making the round trip go south by land. 


Population in Financial Diwisions. 

It is impossible to ascertain the population of portions of a State with any degree of accuracy 
except at census periods. The necessity is so pronounced, however, of estimating, at shorter dates, 
however imperfectly, the population of some divisions thatthe following table is prepared annually. The 
estimate is a purely mathematical one based on the known census results, and is given for what it 1s 
worth,

Registry districts embracing large towns record the greatest number, as these afford the greatest 
facilities for the celebration. In the Brisbane or metropolitan district there were registered 1,579, or 
28 per cent., of all marriages. 

The ratio of marriages to the mean population, 7.e., the marriage rate, has been favourable 
during the past four or five years, as is invariably the case during a period of prosperity.

The rate for 1913, 8.68, was slightly below that for 1912—8.91—the latter being the best 
recorded since 1885. The proportion of marriages to the mean population has not reached 9 per 1,000 
since 1867. The abnormally high rates recorded prior to that year could only obtain under such conditions 
as then existed, the influx of a number of adult immigrants bearing a large proportion to the limited 


population previously in the country, 
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The Queensland marriage rate compares favourably with that for most of the other States.

For the year 1913 the rates in South Australia and New South Wales were more favourable, but 
those in Tasmania, Western Australia, and Victoria were less so. The like relation to Queensland is also 
maintained by the figures for the average of the 5 years reviewed. 

It might not unreasonably be supposed that the number of marriages would be in direct ratio 
with the number of marriageable persons available. This is not supported by the following statement 
giving the proportions of marriageable persons in each State at the last census.

South Australia, with the best marriage record, had relatively fewer marriageable persons than 
had Victoria, Queensland, or Western Australia, and differed but little from New South Wales as to the 
proportion of marriageable persons, although in South Australia marriageable females and in New 
South Wales marriageable males predominated. 

The broader view respecting doctrinal differences. which is now dominant greatly modifies any 
conclusions respecting the belief of the parties to a marriage based on the denomination of the minister 
celebrating it. The number of marriages celebrated during the past 10 years by each of the leading 


denominations is shown in the following table :

Ministers of the English, Roman, and Lutheran Churches celebrated relatively fewer marriages than their 
vatio in the population would warrant, a corresponding excess being exhibited in the marriages by 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Baptist, and Congregational Ministers. The ratio of celebrations according to 
Methodist rites being nearly double their population proportion.

There were 209 husbands and 1,281 wives who were minors. 1 boy of 16; 4 youths of 17; and 21, 
61, and 122 of 18, 19, and 20 years respectively were inarried last year. Amongst wives was one child 
of 14 years of age; 14 girls of 15 years; and 56 of only 16. At the other end of the list unions of men 
of 75 and women of 74 were recorded. If some of the parties were very young to undertake such erave 
responsibility, it is satisfactory to notice that with but slight exception, partners of suitable age were 
selected. There were one or two instances of men over 40 allied to girls still in their teens, and in a 
few cases of youths in their second decade married to womeu nearly double their own age, but instances 
of extreme disparity were few.

DIVORCES. 

Whether divorce should be granted for other causes than are now permitted, it would, perhaps, 
be undesirable to raise in such a report as this; but few will, I think, dispute—certainly none, I believe, 
with the experience which the administration of a Registry Office gives—that the procedure should be 
simplified and the cost reduced to a minimum. Now, divorce is oll available to the comparatively 
rich, the poor are precluded from relief, and the number of those who in despair abandon themselves to 
oils unions, with the consequent branding with she ue of the innocent offspring, is sufficiently 


great to prove the urgent necessity for a remedy.

Tasmania with 30.03 approximated very closely to, and, if the average for the last five years 
be taken, slightly exceeded the birth rate for Queensland, followed by, for 1913—Western Australia, 
29.40: South Australia, 29.12; New South Wales, 28.83; and Victoria, 25.82. 


The crude birth rate is readily ascertained, and for comparison year by year in the same 
community, or even with other countries having mainly the like conditions, is sufficiently true to be of 
great value. It is, however, only a rough and approximate index to the fertility of the people. Extreme 
youth and old age and their proportion to the total population are some of the factors to be considered. 
Much of the necessary data to correct the crude rate is difficult and costly to tabulate, and some of the 
necessary particulars are only available for Census years. The following table gives more exact 
information as to the fecundity of the community, and this points to a distinct persistent decline with 


each period recorded.

Of course, much depends upon the measure of the effort to secure truthful records. In Queensland 
all entries are strictly scrutinised and previous records referred to. The number of births attempted to 
be passed as legitimate which are thus detected would, if this course were not pursued, greatly reduce 
the ratio of illegitimacy. 

Legitimation. 

In 1899 an Act of Parliament gave power in Queensland to legitimate as from birth any child 
born out of wedlock, whose parents were subsequently married, provided no bar had existed to such 
marriage at the child’s birth. 


The Statute has been and still is largely availed of.

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MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY. 


It is obvious that it would be most difficult, indeed almost impossible, to collect data as to 
sickness generally. Statistics as to this are, therefore, confined to the limited experience of Public 
Hospitals and allied Institutions. Even there the data are mostly limited to the specific complaint for 
which the patient is an inmate, although in chronic and prolonged cases he or she may be attacked by 
one or more other forms of disease. The following table gives for 5 years information as to the patients 
in the Public Hospitals of the State and the principal diseases for which they were treated.

In 1909 all indoor patients numbered 22,805, this had increased to 30,930 in 1913, an actual 
increase of 8,125 and a proportionate one of 36 per cent. As patients’ payments provide less than one- 
tenth of the total Hospital Outlay, and the population increase for the same period was 18 per cent., 
it follows that, notwithstanding the prosperous condition of the community, the desire for what is 
practically gratuitous medical attention had increased at twice the ratio of the population progression. 


In 1913 disorders of the Digestive System were the principal cause for treatment, followed 
closely by Violence, and at some distance by diseases of the Respiratory System. Of General Diseases, 
Typhoid was the most prevalent, and then Rheumatism. 


The general health can, for the reasons given, only be assumed from the mortality, and this was 
for 1913 ae satisfactory, although not so Pa omele as for some years of the past decade.

Mortality Index. 

The age condition of the people is still some way from normal, and so for purposes of general 
comparison the crude death rate has to be corrected to a common standard of age. This has been fixed 
by the International Conference of Statisticians at that existing in Sweden, and the resulting corrected 
ratio is termed the Mortality Index.

Of the 6,783 total deaths, 1,249, or 18 per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age, or nearly 
50 per cent. more than in the next 19 years of life, for children and young persons who died between 
their first and the end of their twentieth’ year only numbered 891, and of these last the majority died in 
the first five years.

It will, however, be noticed that in no State did the rate of infant mortality amount to 8 per 
cent. of the births. The following were the true infant mortality rates for the three countries of the 
United Kingdom during recent years:—England (1911), 13.01; Scotland (1910), 10.83; and Ireland 
(1912), 8.64. 

Whilst it is thus seen that the mortality amongst infants in Queensland compares favourably with 
that of several other countries, yet it is surely reasonable to argue that under more natural conditions 
the deaths of infants should not amount to 63.3 of the infant population, whilst the deaths of persons 
1 year and upwards equalled &.7 only for each 1,009 of the corresponding population, that is to say, that 
the mortality of the former was slightly more than 7 times as great as that of the latter. 

The effect of climate on child life is generally accepted as the index to the salubrity of a country, 
and under this test Queensland stands high, but considerable variation in the mortality amongst children 
is exhibited in different districts of the State, and as regards some of these differences it would be 
difficult to maintain that they were due to climatic causes.

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XX1V, GOVERNMENT STATISTICIAN’S REPORT.—VITAL STATISTICS. 


There were 389 deaths from tuberculosis last year, of which 358 were of the Pulmonary and 


Laryngeal organs, and 31 of other parts. 


Cases of Pulmonary and Laryngeal Tuberculosis, commonly designated Phthisis, it will be noted, 
are separated from that of other parts. Although there are a few imported cases 1m which the sufferers 
came to Queensland hoping for a cure, yet the length of residence shows that the large majority have 


acquired the complaint here. In 297, or 83 per cent., of the instances there was a previous residence 


of over 10 years. The decline in mortality from tuberculosis during 1913 was not attributable to 


phthisis, as of this form there was an increase from 332 in 1912 to 358 in the following year. 
Of the 31 “other” cases the following were the parts attacked:—l1 of the Meninges, 9 of the 


Abdominal region, 5 other parts and 6 disseminated or general. 


Congenital Debility.—These ave causes totally confined to the very young. There were 307 deaths 
thus returned in 1909; 309 in 1910; 318 in 1911; 375 in 1912; and 372 last year, so that speaking 


ecnerally deaths from this cause have been steadily on the increase during the period. 


Senile Debility.-—Deaths thus described, the term really meaning due to no ascertained specific 
cause except old age, are practically unspecified so far as the Statistician is concerned. It is inevitable 
that a proportion of the deaths be thus recorded, but it is not satisfactory to note how the number thus 
insufficiently certified has increased during the past two years. 1909, 241; 1910, 285; 1911, 279; 1912, 
oz; and 1913; 335. 


Of the 825 persons of 75 years and upwards who passed away last year, in 218 instances the 


cause was thus indefinitely recorded.
